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INTRODUCTION  AND  EXPLANATORY  NOTES. 

This  pamphlet  is  published  for  the  information  of  all  concerned,  and 
with  a  view  to  the  convenience  of  those  engaged,  or  intending  to  engage 
in  trade  with  the  Republic  of  Santo  Domingo ;  enabling,  so  far  as 
practicable,  the  ascertainment  of  the  cost  to  the  importer  of  all  mer¬ 
chandise  received  from  abroad. 

In  a  general  way,  the  conditions  of  importation  are  as  follows : 

(1)  All  shipments  to  ports  of  this  Republic  must  be  accompanied 
by  Consular  Invoices. 

(2)  Importers  are  required  to  present  to  the  “Administrador  de 
Hacienda,”  within  forty-eight  hours  after  the  arrival  of  the  importing 
vessel,  declarations  in  duplicate,  containing  a  full  description  of  the 
merchandise  imported,  together  with  the  corresponding  bills  of  lading, 
consular  invoices  and  bonds  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  duties. 

(3)  These  documents  are  then  transmitted  to  the  “Interventor” 
(examining  officer  at  the  custom  house),  who  examines,  and  if  no 
discrepancies  are  found,  immediately  delivers  the  merchandise. 

(4)  After  all  merchandise  imported  in  that  particular  vessel  has 
been  examined  and  delivered,  the  duties  are  computed  and  the  liquida¬ 
tions  returned  to  the  office  of  the  “Administrador  de  Hacienda/’  where 
they  are  payable. 

(5)  If  the  amount  of  the  ascertained  duties  is  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars  American  currency,  it  must  be  paid  at  once  in  cash, 
but  if  it  exceeds  that  amount,  the  importer  has  the  option  of  deferring 
the  payment  from  ten  to  thirty  days,  according  to  the  amount,  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  law. 

(6)  Under  the  original  tariff,  imported  merchandise  was  subjected 
to  the  payment  of  a  percentage  of  the  fixed  values,  as  provided  by  law 
and  published  in  a  list  called  the  “Aforo,”  or  if  not  mentioned  in  the 
“Aforo,”  a  percentage  of  the  appraised  value.  Since  the  adoption  of 
the  original  tariff,  however,  many  articles  which  were  not  included  in 
the  “Aforo,”  have  been  added  to  the  general  tariff  under  the  heading 
of  “Derechos  Fijos”  (fixed  or  specific  duties).  Thus  are  found,  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  following  general  customs  tariff  four  classes  of  duties 
as  follows,  to-wit: 

(a)  Duties  upon  articles  mentioned  in  the  “Aforo,”  amount¬ 
ing  to  73.8  per  cent,  of  the  fixed  values ;  which  are,  as  a 
rule,  higher  than  the  corresponding  actual  values. 

(b)  Specific  duties  upon  articles  mentioned  under  the  head¬ 
ing  of  “Derechos  Fijos,”  plus  30  per  cent,  of  the  amounts 
prescribed  by  the  respective  paragraphs  under  said  head- 
ing. 

(c)  Ad  Valorem  duties,  amounting  to  73.8  per  cent,  of  the 
appraised  values  on  all  articles  not  mentioned  in  any 
of  the  tariff  schedules. 

(d)  Special  ad  valorem  rates  of  duty  upon  jewelry,  precious 
stones  and  musical  instruments,  not  otherwise  pro¬ 
vided  for. 

(7)  Packing  particularly  mentioned  in  the  tariff  schedules,  is  du- 
tiaffie,  but  ordinary  packing,  casks  and  cases,  containing  salted  or 
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smoked  provisions,  flour,  grain,  vegetables,  faience,  glassware,  colors, 
manufactures  of  iron  and  similar  articles,  are  admitted  free  of  duty. 

(8)  In  addition  to  the  customs  import  and  export  duties,  there  are 
certain  internal  taxes  imposed  upon  imported  merchandise  by  the 
general  government,  and  by  municipalities  with  the  approval  of  con¬ 
gress  ;  and  there  are  also  certain  wharf,  “pase,”  and  warehouse  charges 
collected  by  corporations  and  private  individuals,  at  the  several  ports 
of  entry,  in  accordance  with  the  different  concessions  granted  them  by 
the  government.  The  rates  of  these  additional  taxes  and  charges  are 
published  in  Chapters  Y  and  VI. 

(9)  Customs  duties  are  payable  in  American  currency,  or  in 
American  currency  and  Dominican  coin,  the  latter  at  the  rate  of  five 
to  one  American,  and  the  amount  of  such  coin  receivable  in  payment 
of  any  single  account  being  limited  to  thirty  per  cent,  of  the  amount 
thereof. 

American  currency  is  the  legal  tender  money  of  the  Republic,  and 
all  commercial  transactions  are  based  upon  values  expressed  therein. 

The  entry  ports  of  the  Republic  are  Monte  Cristi  and  Puerto  Plata 
on  the  north,  Samana  and  Sanchez  on  the  east,  Macoris,  Santo  Do¬ 
mingo,  Azua  and  Barahona  on  the  south  coast,  and  the  interior  ports 
of  Tierra  Neuva,  Comendador  and  Dajabon  on  the  west  along  the 
Haitian  frontier. 

The  following  example  will  indicate  the  manner  in  which  the  cost 
to  the  importer,  of  all  merchandise  received  from  abroad,  may  be 
ascertained  from  the  schedules  herewith  published. 

EXAMPLE  OF  THE  OPERATION  OF  THE  DOMINICAN  CUSTOMS  TARIFF, 
OTHER  REVENUE  LAWS  AFFECTING  IMPORTS  AND  EXPORTS, 
AND  THE  TARIFFS  UNDER  PORT  CONCESSIONS, 

IN-  FORCE  JULY  15,  1905. 

Method  of  ascertaining  the  duty  and  charges  upon  one  barrel  of 
flour,  limited  to  two  hundred  pounds  (See  table  of  weights  and  meas¬ 
ures,  Section  1),  if  imported  with  a  consignment  valued  at  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars ;  showing  the  total  charges  thereon  delivered 
to  the  importer,  if  immediately  withdrawn  upon  arrival  of  the  import¬ 
ing  vessel.  The  basis  of  computation  is  the  fixed  value  of  $7.00  per 
barrel  (See  Aforo,  Clause  a,  Section  12),  provided  by  law  for  wheat 
flour  of  all  grades,  and  the  following  percentages  are  collected  thereon : 


1.5%  for  “foreign  debt” .  $  .105

The  Act  of  Congress  of  May  22,  1867,  adopted  for  use 
in  the  Dominican  Republic,  the  French  decimal  system  of  weights  and 
measures,  and  the  Decree  of  December  14,  1904,  as  published  in  Official 
Gazette  No.  1572,  promulgated  certain  standards  of  measurement  for 
use  by  fiscal  officers  which  are  here  given,  with  their  equivalents  in 
weights  and  measures  used  in  the  United  States :

STANDARD  OF  currency. 

Section  2.  Provisional  Government  Decree  of  September  30,  1899,. 
as  published  in  Official  Gazette,  No.  1310,  established  the  gold  standard 
in  the  Republic,  based  upon  the  unit  of  the  American  gold  dollar,  and 
provides  that :  Dominican  coins  of  silver,  nickel  and  bronze,  issued 
since  1897,  shall  be  received  at  the  rate  fixed  by  the  Decree  of  Sep¬ 
tember  14,  1899  (See  Section3)  ;  and  that,  Dominican  coins  of  1891 
shall  be  received  at  double  the  rate  so  fixed. 

KINDS  OF  MONEYS  RECEIVABLE  FOR  CUSTOMS  DUES. 

Section  3.  Provisional  Government  Decree  of  September  14,- 
1899,  as  published  in  Official  Gazette,  No.  1308,  provides  that  from 
said  date  fiscal  dues  shall  be  paid  as  follows:  Import  dues ,  70  per 
cent,  in  American  gold  coin,  and  30  per  cent,  in  Dominican  coins  at 
the  rate  of  $5.00  of  national  coin  for  $1.00  American;  Export  dues r 
in  American  gold  coin;  etc.,  etc.  (American  currency  of  any  kind  is 
received  in  payment  of  all  dues.)

Section  4.  The  Act  of  Congress  of  March  26,  1892,  requires  the 
use  of  stamped  paper  for  the  documents  described  and  in  the  amounts 
named  in  the  following  schedule :

CHAPTER  II. 

TARIFF  RATES  ON  THE  “AFORO”  (FIXED  VALUES)  AND  AD  VALOREM. 

Section  5.  Provisional  Government  Decrees  of  May  17,  1902,  and 
May  14,  1904,  as  published  in  Official  Gazettes  numbered  1448  and 
1541,  respectively,  impose  the  following  rates  of  duty,  for  the  purposes 
indicated,  upon  the  fixed  values  of  all  merchandise  imported,  as  de¬ 
scribed  in  the  “Aforo,”  and  upon  the  appraised  value  of  all  other  mer¬ 
chandise  imported,  not  mentioned  in  any  of  the  tariff  schedules :

TERMS  OF  PAYMENT.' 

Section  6.  Provisional  Government  Decree  of  June  26,  1902,  as 
published  in  Official  Gazette,  No.  1454,  provides  that  duty  shall  be  paid 
upon  liquidation  or  as  follows,  at  the  option  of  the  importer : 


(1)  Amounts  not  exceedings .  $500.00, 

in  cash. 

(2)  Amounts  exceeding .  500.00, 

and  not  exceeding  $1000.00,  in  10  days. 

(3)  Amounts  exceeding .  1,000.00, 

and  not  exceeding  $3000.00,  in  20  days. 

(4)  Amounts  exceeding . 3,000.00, 

in  30  days. 


DEPOSIT  LAW  (WAREHOUSING). 

Section  7.  The  Act  of  Congress  approved  November  12,  1898, 
provides  in  part  as  follows: 

(1)  Imported  merchandise,  inflammable  and  combustible  articles 
excepted,  may  be  entered  for  warehousing  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  arrival,  for  the  term  of  sixty  days  upon  payment  of  1  per  cent, 
upon  the  invoice  value,  as  storage. 

(2)  After  the  expiration  of  sixty  days,  the  importer  shall  be  noti¬ 
fied,  and  if  he  fails  to  withdraw  the  merchandise,  as  otherwise  pro¬ 
vided  by  law,  the  same  shall  be  sold  at  public  auction  and  the  proceeds, 
after  paying  all  duties  and  expenses,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  interested 
party. 
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(3)  The  Government  assumes  no  responsibility  for  loss  of,  or 
damage  to  merchandise  while  the  same  remains  upon  customs  premises. 

IMPORT  TAW  (ENACTING  CLAUSE  AND  REGULATIONS). 

Section  8.  The  law  of  Congress,  approved  September  6,  1897,  pro¬ 
vides  in  part  as  follows : 

(1)  The  accompanying  import  and  export  tariff  shall  govern  in 
the  Republic  for  the  collection  of  the  respective  duties,  sixty  days  after 
the  publication  of  the  present  law  for  vessels  coming  from  Europe, 
forty  days  for  those  coming  from  the  United  States  of  America,  and 
twenty  days  for  those  coming  from  the  Antilles. 

(2)  The  articles  upon  which  duties  are  to  be  collected  ad  valorem, 
and  those  that  are  not  specified  in  the  present  tariff,  as  well  as  those 
subject  to  valuation,  shall  be  appraised  according  to  the  cost  price  as 
stated  in  the  original  invoice,  or  in  case  of  doubt,  by  appreciation. 

(3)  In  case  of  any  dissidence  arising  between  the  director  of  cus¬ 
toms  and  the  importer,  the  same  shall  be  settled  by  experts,  each  party 
to  appoint  one,  and  if  the  doubt  should  be  with  reference  to  quantity, 
the  customs  jury  shall  decide,  using  the  utmost  care  as  regards  the  cor¬ 
responding  countings,  measurements  of  extension,  weights  or  ca¬ 
pacities. 

(4)  Every  import  declaration  shall  be  liquidated  within  eight  days 
from  the  date  of  the  corresponding  vessel’s  entry. 

(5)  The  duties  corresponding  to  importation  shall  be  paid  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law  relating  to  customs  and  ports. 

(6)  Import  and  export  declarations  with  their  respective  docu¬ 
ments,  shall  specify  the  place  whence  the  articles  came  and  shall  contain 
the  correct  value  or  real  cost  of  all  merchandise,  products  or  coins  de¬ 
scribed  therein  as  having  been  imported  into  or  exported  from  the 
Republic,  whether  they  are  subject  to  the  payment  of  duties  or  not. 

free  list  (same  act  continued  with  extracts  from  other  acts). 

Section  9.  The  following  articles  are  declared  free  of  all  import 
duties : 

(a)  Drums,  swords,  cavalry  sabres,  trumpets,  clothing  and  all  other 
furnishings  for  the  army. 

(b)  All  kinds  of  agricultural  machinery,  and  machinery  for  manu¬ 
facturing  industries,  not  mentioned  in  any  of  the  tariff  schedules. 

(c)  Lubricating  grease,  or  tallow,  for  the  use  of  steam  machinery. 

(d)  Plain  and  barbed  wire  for  fencing. 

(e)  Axes,  working  machetes,  and  all  kinds  of  agricultural  imple¬ 
ments. 

(f)  Live  plants. 

(g)  Horses  and  other  animals  introduced  for  breeding  purposes. 

(h)  All  machinery  and  instruments  for  scientific  purposes,  or  for 
use  in  the  arts. 

(i)  Printed  books  of  all  classes,  except  those  that  are  prohibited, 
and  instruments  especially  used  by  institutions  for  instruction. 

(j)  All  minerals  proceeding  from  mines  worked  in  the  Republic. 
(Presumably  upon  their  return  after  having  been  worked.) 

(k)  Objects  and  ornaments  destined  to  the  service  of  the  church, 
and  to  divine  service  on  declaration  by  a  prelate. 

(l)  Passengers’  luggage  consisting  of  used  personal  effects,  and 
new  goods  or  effects  to  the  value  of  $50,  whether  the  owner  is  a  mer- 
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chant  or  not,  provided  that  the  whole  value  of  the  luggage  be  more 
than  three  times  the  value  of  the  new  articles.  (Official  Gazette,  No. 
I454-) 

(m)  Artificial  fertilizer,  when  previous  notice  has  been  given  of  the 
intention  to  import  same.  (Act  of  Congress  approved  July  25,  1896, 
Official  Gazette,  .No.  1148.) 

(n)  Materials  for  the  manufacture  of  soap.  (Act  of  Congress  ap¬ 
proved  February  5,  1901,  Official  Gazette,  No.  1382.) 

(o)  Cod-liver  oil  and  all  preparations*  thereof.  (Act  of  Congress 
approved  April  9,  1902,  Official  Gazette,  No.  1444.) 

(p)  Sugar  mills,  steam  boilers,  type,  barometers  and  thermometers, 
capstans,  strong  boxes  (safes),  pumps  for  extinguishing  fire,  iron 
sugar  pans,  printing  machines,  and  seeds  of  all  kinds. 

(q)  Statues  for  ornamenting  public  buildings,  and  fountains  for 
public  places. 

(r)  Jares  and  pots  when  usedas  packing  for  articles  subject  to  duty; 
also,  ordinary  packing  casks  and  cases,  when  containing  salted  or 
smoked  provisions,  flour,  grain,  vegetables,  faience,  glassware,  colors, 
manufactures  of  iron  and  similar  articles.  (Ordinary  packing  for  dry 
goods  and  the  like  is  also  admitted  free.) 

(s)  Certain  other  articles  for  use  of  local  manufacturing  establish¬ 
ments  are  admitted  free  of  duty  under  special  concessions  and  regula¬ 
tions  governing  in  each  case. 

JEWELRY,  PRECIOUS  STONES,  AND  MUSICAL  INSTUMENTS,  SPECIAL  RATES 
ON.  (CONTINUATION  OF  THE  SAME  ACT.) 

Section  10.  (a)  Jewels,  ornaments  and  other  articles  of  gold  and 

silver,  the  principal  values  of  which  are  those  of  the  component  ma¬ 
terials,  watches  and  precious  stones,  shall  pay  5  per  cent,  ad  valorem. 

(b)  Pianos  and  all  other  musical  instruments,  except  accordions, 
shall  pay  10  per  cent,  ad  valorem,  or  10  per  cent,  upon  the  values  fixed 
by  the  “Aforo,”  if  therein  mentioned. 

ARTICLES  WHICH  MAY  AND  MAY  NOT  BE  IMPORTED. 

Section  ii.  The  Act  of  Congress,  approved  November  12,  1898, 
provides  as  follows :  All  products  of  nature,  art  and  industry,  may  be 
imported  into  and  exported  from  the  Dominican  Republic,  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  exceptions,  to-wit :  Apparatus  for  the  manufacture  of  coin,  and 
implements  of  war  when  not  imported  by  or  for  the  Government, 
counterfeit  coins,  and  obscene  pictures  or  images,  also  the  articles 
mentioned  in  the  tariff  schedule  as  prohibited.

CHAPTER  III. 

Export  law. 

Section  14.  Provisional  Government  Decree  of  April  30,  1904, 
as  published  in  Official  Gazette  No.  1539,  provides  as  follows: 

PRESIDENT  OF  THE  PROVISIONAL  GOVERNMENT  OF 
THE  REPUBLIC, 

Whereas,  many  of  the  articles  of  export,  taxed  by  the  tariff  of 
November  16,  1898,  which  went  into  effect  on  the  9th  instant,  cannot 
bear  the  taxes  with  which  they  are  burdened,  on  account  of  the  depre¬ 
ciation  they  have  undergone 


DECREES 

Article  I.  To  suspend  in  all  its  parts  the  export  tariff  of  Novem¬ 
ber  16,  1898,  which  was  made  effective  by  a  Decree  of  the  9th  of 
April  of  the  current  year. 

Article  II.  From  the  promulgation  of  the  present  Decree  the  fol¬ 
lowing  articles,  only,  shall  pay  duties,  temporarily : 

For  schedule,  see  Section  16,  following. 

Note. — Regarding  sugar,  the  Decree  of  the  Provisional  Govern¬ 
ment,  issued  by  General  Horacio  Vasquez,  dated  March  14,  1903,  is 
hereby  declared  in  vigor — which  establishes  a  tax  of  10  cents  gold 
for  each  quintal  of  sugar  produced  in  the  Republic,  and  required  the 
Minister  of  “Hacienda  y  Comercio”  to  prescribe  the  necessary  meas¬ 
ures  for  the  collection  of  said  tax.  The  present  Decree  suspends  any 
other  decree  of  contrary  effects. 

Given  at  the  National  Palace,  at  the  City  of  Santo  Domingo,  on  the 
30th  day  of  April,  1904,  61  st  of  Independence,  and  41st  of  Restoration. 

MORALES,  L. 

(2)  (Act  of  Congress,  approved  September  6,  1897.) — Complete 
cargoes  of  lignum  vitae  shall  pay  in  accordance  with  the  total  regis¬ 
tered  tonnage  of  the  exporting  vessels. 

(3)  (Same  act.) — The  planillas  covering  export  duties  shall  be 
liquidated  in  accordance  with  the  prescribed  rates,  in  hard  money,  as 
contained  in  the  tariff  of  exportation,  and  payment  thereof  shall  be 
made  as  aforesaid. 

(4)  (Same  act.) — Export  duties  shall  be  paid  in  cash,  before  the 
departure  of  the  vessel. 

PROHIBITED  EXPORTS. 

Section  15.  (Act  of  Congress  of  September  6,  1897.) 

(1)  The  export  of  cattle  and  horses  in  lots  (numbers)  is  abso¬ 
lutely  prohibited,  with  the  exception  of  cattle  shipped  to  Haiti. 

Note. — This  provision  of  the  law  has  never  been  formally  repealed, 
but  it  appears  to  have  been  suspended  by  the  following  Provisional 

(91) 
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Government  Decree,  by  President  Horacio  Vasquez,  dated  June  26, 
1902,  and  published  in  Official  Gazette  No.  1454: 

Art.  I.  The  export  of  cattle,  through  the  ports  of  the  Republic, 
is  hereby  declared  free  of  all  customs  duties  for  a  term  of  six  years 
from  the  date  of  the  publication  of  this  Decree  (June  28,  1902). 

Art.  II.  Vessels  engaged  in  transporting  cattle  abroad,  carrying 
no  other  cargo,  shall  be  exempted  from  harbor  dues  and  coast  permit 
fees,  except  those  known  as  “personates, ”  i.  e.,  pilot,  signal  man,  and 
sanitary  officer,  and  50  cents  gold  per  head  of  cattle,  to  be  applied  to 
the  redemption  of  national  bank  bills ;  and  when  such  vessels,  entering 
ports  for  said  purpose,  carry  cargo,  they  shall  only  pay  on  the  number 
of  tons  really  imported  through  the  equipped  ports  of  the  Republic. 

Art.  III.  By  obtaining  a  permit  from  the  Minister  of  “Hacienda 
y  Comercio,”  vessels  exporting  cattle  only  may  receive  such  cattle  at 
any  unequipped  port,  proceeding  thence  to  their  destinations.  In  such 
cases  vessels  shall  be  dispatched  by  the  custom-house  having  jurisdic¬ 
tion  over  the  territory  in  which  the  port  of  shipment  may  be  located, 
and  an  official  of  said  custom-house  shall.be  placed  on  board  and  paid 
by  the  interested  parties  in  accordance  with  the  tariff  to  be  established, 
who  shall  report  the  number  and  class  of  cattle  shipped.  Such  vessels 
are  prohibited  from  engaging  in  any  other  coastwise  trade.

One  per  cent  on  forty  per  cent  of  the  Aforo  (and  ad 
valorem)  shall  accrue  to  the  benefit  of  the  concessionaire,  who  shall 
collect  the  same  when  liquidated  by  the  customs  authorities  and  the 
ordenanzas  have  been  issued  from  the  office  of  the  Administrador  de 
Hacienda.
